Students today value inclusivity

Diversity on college campuses has 
become a popular topic of discussion 
in recent years, but what does this 
term entail? Diversity is conventionally 
a conversation of race, ethnicity 
and gender, but it also includes 
sexual orientation, religion, age and 
socioeconomic status. 

Diversity on college campuses is 
vital because it encourages growth 
and a healthy society and environment 
for students and faculty. Diversity 
confronts stereotyped presumptions, 
as well as encourages critical 
thinking to ensure that students 
learn to communicate efficiently 
with people of various backgrounds. 
Through decades of research by 
psychologists, sociologists, economists 
and demographers, it is proven that 
socially diverse groups are not only 
more innovative than homogeneous 


groups, but that they are also able to 
anticipate alternate viewpoints from 
the world around them, according to 
the Scientific American. 

Surveymonkey.com explains that 
Gen Z (anyone born after 1997, according 
to Pew Research) is passionate about 
diversity and inclusion. In the U.S., 
49% of Gen Z identify as non-white, 
compared with just 28% of Boomers 
(born 1946-1964). The vast majority 
of Gen Z sees racial equality as the 
most important issue today, and they 
expect diversity to continue into their 
careers. Seventy-seven percent of Gen 
Z say that a company’s level of diversity 
affects their decision to work there. 
Sixty-three percent of Gen Z said in a 
study that they believe working with 
people with diverse education and skill 
levels is the most important factor, and 
83% said the most important attribute 
of a team should be the inclusion of 
people from different ethnicities and/ 
or origins. 


“I would love to have the opportunity 
to learn about different cultures and 
religions, or be more involved in 
promoting and encouraging change in 
the community,” said Louise Smith, a 
sophomore at Jones. “We all need to be 
more inclusive and open to different 
ideas because I think we could learn a 
lot from those around us, and I think it 
would be a humbling experience.” 

One of the main purposes of college is 
to grow and meet new people who share 
similarities or different perspectives 
and experiences. Because of this, it’s 
important for college campuses to 
provide a feeling of inclusivity and have 
a welcoming demeanor. 

“I definitely don’t feel unwelcome 
here,” said Marckus Jones, a minority 
student at Jones. “For me, diversity 
doesn’t always have to be about physical 
attributes, and I think it would be cool 
to have organizations that encourage

Janet Smith, a ceramicist 
and art teacher at Copiah- 
Lincoln Community 

College, will have a feature 
show on display in the 
Eula Bass Lewis gallery on 
the Jones campus at the 
beginning of the spring 
semester. 

Smith teaches Drawing I 
&II, Ceramics I &II, Painting 
I, Art For Elementary 
Teachers, Exhibition 
I, II, III, & IV and Art 
Appreciation. She has 
been teaching at Co-Lin 
for almost 33 years. 

“I came to work here 
right after graduating 
from MSU as a part 
time instructor,” said 
Smith. “I worked on my 
master of art degree 
and was hired full time 
after I graduated from 
Mississippi College with 
my MA. I love that I get 
to be creative every day! 
Creative through my 
students and in my own 
work.” 

Smith said that her job 
allows her freedom to 
convey her knowledge 
to her students, and it is 
often challenging to get 


them to understand what 
she wants them to do, 
but that she does love a 
challenge. 

“There is a lot of 
satisfaction watching 
my students succeed - 
when they do well, I know 
a part of me is with them 
and reflected in their 
work,” said Smith. 

Her favorite medium 
to work in is clay. She 
has always been a tactile 
artist, and clay gives her a 
place where she can lose 
herself. 

“I love the pottery wheel 
and hand building,” said 
Smith. “I broke my elbow 
three years ago and had 
two different surgeries 
and lots of physical 
therapy. I am able to get 
back on the wheel but still 
dealing with some pain. 
As a result, I have been 
finding more creativity in 
hand-building.” 

With her upcoming 
show, Smith has been 
looking forward to 
creating a variety of forms. 
Even though there is 
variety, onlookers can see 
many unifying elements. 
One thing to look for is the 
contour shapes as Smith 
keeps forms simple and 


explores surface designs 
with glazes and actual 
textures. 

“I will have to say that my 
favorite forms of the show 
are the covered boxes,” 
said Smith. “These are 
a direct result of not being 
able to do as much on the 
pottery wheel as I wanted 
due to my injury. I have 
always loved pushing large 
wheel forms by stacking 
and constructing vessels, 
but now I physically 
cannot achieve the size.” 

As Smith was teaching 
the slab method to 


students, she began to 
work along with them and 
explore the simplicity of 
the box. She would usually 
only half construct a box 
as an example and throw 
her own in the recycled 
clay bin, but these were 
saved. Smith said she 
enjoyed the process and 
found satisfaction in their 
completion. 

Smith’s work is 
scheduled to be on display 
in the Eula Bass Lewis 
gallery from January 27 
through February 21. 
Admission is free.

Difference explained in cultural appropriation, misappropriation

Open discussions on 
cultural appropriation have 
grown in today’s society 
with the help of social 
media and a generation 
who cares more and more 
about the minorities 
around the world. Gen 
Z is the most ethnically 
diverse and largest 
generation in American 
history, and it eclipses all 
other generations before 
it regarding embracing 


diversity and inclusion, 
accordingto surveymonkey. 
com The vast majority 
of this generation sees 
racial equality as the most 
important issue today, 
which is why it’s important 
to be educated on the 
different cultures across 
the world. 

Cultural appropriation 
is defined as the 
unacknowledged or 

inappropriate adoption 
of the customs, practices, 
ideas, etc. of one people 
of society by members of 


another. This can 
be controversial 
when members of 
a dominant culture 
appropriate from 
disadvantaged minority 
cultures. 

According to Medium, 
corn’s Devyn Springer, 
appropriation itself is not 
an inherently immoral or 
even unusual occurrence. 
In fact, most art involves 
appropriation of some form. 
However, it is the power 
dynamic which alters the 
moral standing of the act of 


appropriation. 

“Uneven or 

unparalleled power 
dynamics, in which 
an act of culture 
appropriation can be 
broken down into various 
subcategories such as 
object appropriation, 
style appropriation, 

content appropriation, 
motif appropriation and 
subject appropriation, 
create a space in which 
appropriation becomes 
questionable, and 

both intentions and 


commodification must be 
examined,” said Springer. 

“I have been guilty of 
cultural appropriation 
during Halloween, but I 
would never have done 
this to hurt or make fun 
of another culture on 
purpose,” said Hannah 
Johnston, a freshman at 
Jones. 

“I dressed up as a 
participant of Day of the 
Dead, which is of Spanish 
culture, and painted my 
face like that of a skeleton 
with flowers in my hair 


and painted on the side 
of my face,” she said. “It 
wasn’t until I read an 
article explaining why 
this was inappropriate 
that I realized I was in the 
wrong. I think to avoid this, 
people need to educate 
themselves a little more 
and just take a minute to 
stop and think through 
what they are doing and 
how it can hurt others. 
Some may say that this is 
being overly sensitive, but 
it’s a serious issue and to pic

America has decided 
to turn its back on our 
Kurdish and Arab allies in 
Syria, abandoning them on 
the battlefield while a far 
bigger enemy lies ahead 
of them. With U.S. troops 
currently being removed 
from the war-torn lands of 
Syria, now Iran and Russia 
have a long-fought victory 
over the region. Without 
the help of American Allies, 


the seven-year-old Syrian 
Civil War is now lost. 

The pros and cons of 
this removal are easily 
understood. American 
troops can return to their 
homes, but hundreds of 
militant Kurds and Syrian 
civilians are left unable to 
defend themselves against 
Turkish forces, who are 
allied with Russia. 

A few days before the 
official removal of all U.S. 
troops from Syria, on Oct. 
26, ISIS leader Abu Bakr al- 


Baghdadi was killed in a U.S. 
raid in northwestern Syria. 
As one of the most hunted 
terrorists in the world, al- 
Baghdadi had been proven 
falsely dead on multiple 
occasions. This event 
pushed forward the act 
of removing all American 
forces from Syria’s war- 
ridden land. 

Three days before this 
event, during a White 
House Press conference 
on Oct. 23, in a transcript 
provided by WhiteHouse. 


gov, President Trump 
stated, “We were supposed 
to be there for 30 days; that 
was almost ten years ago.” 
As understandable as this 
is, it bears the question of 
abandoning the allies that 
the U.S. has made. Even 
if American forces were 
supposed to be there for 
only 30 days, the presence 
of U.S. troops for ten years 
has protected our Kurdish 
Allies and thousands of 
Syrian civilians. According

Goalkeeper Callum Harley 
led the team in saves at 
109 and also managed 4 
shutouts.

He averages 13.0 points per 


game, 7.0% of rebounds, 
and 3.3% of blocks per 
game. Sophomore guard 
SharDarrion Allen averages 
11.7 points per game and 
rebounds 5.7 per game. 

Freshman guard Sai 
Fisher is 12.7 points per 
game and 5.3 rebounds per 
game. Tradavis Thompson, 
freshman guard, averages 
12.0 points per game, is 
.555% from the three point 
range, rebounds 4.0 per 
game, and has 4.3 assists 
per game. Casey Jr. Smith 
is the starting point guard. 
He averages 11.0 points 
per game, .33.3% from the 
three-point range, and 7.0 
assists per game. 

“My team is very hard 
working. They work hard 
on and off the court,” 


said Tradavis Thompson, 
freshman.

to our president, “It’s 
time... Fet someone else 
fight over this long- 
blood-stained sand.” 

Almost immediately 
after getting the go-ahead 
from President Trump, 
Turkish president Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan gave his 
Turkish forces approval 
for the invasion of North- 
Eastern Syria on Oct. 9. 
The aim of this raid was 
to “protect the territorial 
integrity of Syria and 
Turkey by preventing the 
establishment of State,” 
as Erdogan is reported to 
have said before raiding 
North-Eastern Syria. 

Gen. Mark Miley, 
chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, a body of 
senior leaders who advise 
the president on military 
matters, informed ABC’s 
host Martha Raddatz 
that as of Nov. 10, 500 or 


600 troops are going to 
remain in Syria. However, 
this contradicts the 
president’s pledge to 
bring home all American 
troops. The reason for 
this is simple: oil. 

“We’ve secured the 
oil... we’re going to be 
protecting it,” President 
Trump stated, “...and 
we’ll decide what we’re 
going to do with it in 
the future.” As long as 
there is oil that needs to 
be protected, hundreds 
of U.S. forces will stay 
on “blood-stained sand” 
in order to keep the oil 
market sustained. 

However, with all 
things considered and 
no other published plan 
in sight, the Syrians and 
Kurds will have a stand¬ 
alone fight against the 
incoming Turkish army. 
With their biggest ally 
leaving them, Syria will 
have to find ways to fend 
for themselves on the

that needs to be thought 
out and discussed.” 

Jessica Metcalf, who 
specializes in Native 
American culture and is 
an author and teacher, 
explains that cultural 


appropriation happens 
every day, especially in 
the world of fashion. 

“It’s the loose idea 
of borrowing, sharing 
and being inspired by 
other cultures. Cultural 
appropriation in this 
sense is considered 
positive because people 
learn and grow, but 
cultural misappropriation 


is a place where one 
culture (most often one 
that has a historical 
record of oppressing 
other cultures) engages 
in the unauthorized 
taking of some aspects 
of another (most often a 
minority) culture,” said 
Metcalf, for The Guardian. 

A great example that 
Metcalf uses is this: 


“’Can I wear turquoise?”’ 
- Yes, it’s a beautiful stone, 
it’s found throughout the 
world, and Native people 
do not claim ownership 
over its use.” 

“’I have a small business, 
I want to label my work as 
Navajo, because I think it’s 
based on Navajo cultures, 
can I?’ - No, the Navajo 
nation has trademarked 


their name, you cannot 
use it any more than 
you can label your work 
as Prada. It’s trademark 
violation.” 

If the contrast between 
cultural appropriation 
and cultural 

misappropriation is 
endured, which is a 
process that needs to 
be more strongly put 


into place, people can 
more easily differentiate 
between acts of cultural 
offense and acts of 
cultural interest and 
appreciation. The bottom 
line is that sharing and 
being inspired by other 
cultures is great, but if 
it is copied, stolen or 
unauthorized - it’s wrong 
and becomes offensive.
